in Hannibal on April 24, 1982. 

It has been alleged that the KKK was duly permitted 
by the City of Hannibal to demonstrate, but that sup¬ 
porters of the Klan demonstration were summarily denied 
access to the area appointed by the legal permit. It has 
further been alleged that Communist counter-demonstrators, 
led by one Paul Gomberg, 7505 Milan, University City, 
Missouri 63130, of the Committee Against Racism, were 
admitted to the demonstration area, where they immediately 
engaged in violent acts and mayhem against the KKK demon¬ 
strators, thus depriving them of their'rights under the 
First Amendment guarantee of free speech. 

The Chief of Police of the City of Hannibal, J. Franklln^^ 
Neff, it is alleged, stood by and allowed the Communls 
counter-demonstrators to inflict bodily harm on.the peaceful 
KKK demonstrators, in violation of his oath to keep the

A letter to the Director of the FBI is a rather weak 
form of protest. It is, however, the only form we 
feel safe in making in our society today. 

The actions of the Bureau are in question re the 
treatment given the Covenant, Sword, and Arm (CSA) 
in northern Arkansas. Why did the FBI wait until 
the media publicized the Silent Brotherhood before 
attempting to serve a warrant on Mr. Ellison? Why 
does the Bureau hide behind the local police con¬ 
stabularies in this matter, in effect provoking a 
standoff between the CSA and the local police in 
the area? 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation will be at fault 
if anyone is injured or killed on CSA land. And that 
is the heart of the matter. CSA land is private land. 

There is no law against fortifying private property. 

There is also no law against arming oneself, or against 
_training to use such arms. It is a crime for the gov- 
'ernmSnfto violate—the "rights—of-citizensv— The-FBI—may— 
now or in the near future be in -violation of -18 U.SeC.*

I can 
assure you that as long as any group or organization avoids 
criminal activities, the FBI will respect their first amendment 
rights to advocate political beliefs, however extreme.

NOTE* Mr. DONALD v. CLERKIN wrote regarding the FBI's actions 
in connection with the matter involving THE COVENANT , THE 
SWORD, AND THE ARM OF THE LORD (CSA). He wants to know why 
the FBI waited until the media publicized the Silent Brotherhood 
before attempting to serve a warrant on Mr. Ellison mUaiHy 
the FBI hides behind local police constabularies and in effect 
provokes a standoff between the CSA and local police. He 
states if anyone is injured or killed on CSA land, that it 
will be the fault of the FBI. He states CSA land is private 
and there is no law against fortifying private property, 
arming oneself, or against training to use such arms. He 
says the CSA has a right to exist and a right to its views 
of the world and America. He calls upon the Bureau "to respect 
the civil and political, the racial and human rights of those 
whom you would harass and punish for their beliefs.” 

But lies indicate that Donald V. Clerkin made an 
FOIA request regarding himself and the EURO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE, 

INC. Headquarters had no record of either him or the organization. 
The Milwaukee Office, however, interviewed Clerkin on 3/31/83, 
regarding a series of letters accompanied by racist literature 
which had been sent to various Individuals throughout Wisconsin. 
These letters were signed Wisconsin Knights KKK, United Klan 
of America. Clerkin stated he was not involved in distributing 
the letters and had no knowledge regarding them. 

„ Statement regarding first ammendment rights in

The 
editorials being furnished to Mr. Clerkin are copies of ones
